The difficulty has been, of course, that Canada’s coal deposits are to be! - 
found in the extreme eastern and the extreme western Provinces while the | 
bulk of Canada’s consuming population and>manufacturing industries are to | 
be found in the central Provinces, and the cost of transportation of coal has 
been too great to enable it to be laid down in Ontario and Quebec in competi- 
tion with United States coal. 

Thus Canadian dollars have paid the wages of thousands of miners in the 
United States, have provided tonnage and revenues to United States railways, 
and paid dividends to United States mine owners, the while Canadian miners 
and railways have lacked employment and our natural resources, which | 
should have been adding to the wealth of Canada, have remained undeveloped, 
and the people and industries of the central Provinces have lived in the pre- | 
carious position of possibly having their fuel supplies shut off at any time 
that labor conditions forced a fuel shortage across the line. 

In an effort to correct this situation the Government has announced a two- 
fold plan. First, arrangements have been made with the Canadian Nationa) 
Railways to tranSport 100,000 tons of Alberta coal during the spring and early 
summer months to Ontario at the low rate of $7,00 per ton, or only a Jittle | 
more than one-half the present rate, This movement will tage place at jhe | 
season when railway traffic is at low ebb. The experiment in haulage of | 
these solid trains of coal will be closely watched, and from the experience 
gained it is hoped that, while no great profit is expected to result to the Cana- 
dian National Railways directly, there will not be any great operating loss, 
and that employment will be provided during an otherwise slack period. 

To meet the Maritime problem the Government proposes to pay a bonus 
or royalty to concerns which will develop plants for the turning lof Nova 
Scotia coal into coke to be sold in the central Provinces in competition with 
United States anthracite, This Nova Scotia coal can be brought by water 
transportation to Montreal—ihe cheapést form of trangportation—and, in 
addition to coke, several other by-products of commercial vaiue can be ob 
tained. ; 

The success of this two-fold experiment in providing Canadian coal for 
Ontario and Quebec, and thereby keeping Canadian money at home, provid- 
ing employment in the extreme east and west, and keeping our own trans- 
portation companies busy, rests very largely, if indeed not wholly, with the 
people and manufacturers of the two central Provinces. They are strong}

Whether Russia will be a factor in 
the world’s wheat markets during the 
next few years is a question that lacks 
a definite answer, but one that has an 
important bearing upon a big Cana- 
dian industry. In the pre-war years 
Russia exported immense quantities of 
wheat to Britain, the amount in 1912 
having been nine million hundred- 
weight, and in 1910 twenty-eight mil- 
lion hundredweight, while in 1923 the 
total Russiun export of wheat to all 
countries was about seven million 
hundredweight. Today Russia is im- 
porting Canadjan flour, so that it may 
be safely concluded, notwithsjanding 
the nominal export figures, that Rus- 
sia has. hardly grown enough wheat 
for home consumption.——-Moose Jaw 
Times:

An interesting and authentic fore: 
cast of what the next war will be like 
was given in New York City at a lun- 
cheon of the Foreign Policy “Associa- 
tion by a group of close students of 
aerial and chemical warfare, headed 
by Brigadier-General Lord Thomson, 
late chief of the air ministry in the 
Labor Government of Great Britain. 
The consensus of the experts was 
that in the next war the airplane will 
be the chicf weapon both for offence 
and defence; that the only real de- 
fence Will be to attempt to raid the 
enemy’s capital before he raids yours; 
and that civilians, particularly those 
living in large cities, will be the first 
and perhaps .the chief casualties. 
These experts were careful not to in- 
dulge in any»wild, Sunday-paper sen- 
sationalism; but they made it very 
clear that in their belief, trench war- 
fare between professional armies is as 
extinct as the cross-bow, The future 
military aim sill bé to demoralize the 
enemy by wrecking his chief cities, 
and particularly his capital, at the 
earliest possible mement. “A burn- 
ing charnel house” is the expressive 
phrase by which Lord Thomson des- 
cribed a city which had been the 
scene of a successful operation. Re- 
Jiance will not, however, be éxclusive- 
ly on gas bombs, the present state of 
poison gas warfare being somewhat 
less advanced’ than is popularly sup- 
posed. To kill or disable the wholé 
population of New York or London 
from the. air as things now stand, 
would take a great many planes and 
a considerable period of time. 

In coming atrial warfare, gas, in- 
cendiary and explosive bonrbs will be 
all used. The explosives will wreck 
buildings, killing many persons in the 
process. The incendiary bombs will 
start immense fires which cannot be 
put out, thereby destroying many more 
buildings and wrecks of buildings and 
killing - additional members of the 
population. As to gases, several are 
available which can be used separate- 
ly or in combination. Some of them 
are fatal one hundred per cent. of the 
time if they remain on the clotifing 
or skin long enotgh to burn through 
and get into the blood stream—a per- 
iod of a few minutes. Others cause 
persons who come in contact with 
them to go blind, elther temporary or 
permanently... Still others induce-un- 
consciousness over extended periods, 
or insanity which is usually tempor- 
ary, but iu some cases permanent. To 
be sure, methods of protection against 
poison gases in general exist. Masks, 
if used by-well-trained soldicrs, aro 
fairly adequate, though they would 
afford no protection against Lewisite, 
rained from the sky, and there is no 
safeguard against mustard and other 
heavy gases of the sort which collect 
in cellars, 
abandon any place drenched with them 
for a period which may be as long as 
a fortnight.—New Republic.
